Richter nlade a licroTc effort to check 
the fire. Ho emptied three fire extin- 
guishers before he was driven from the 
room by the intense heat. His ri^ht arm 
was badly burned. 


The general alarm was turned in by 
one of the other workmen at the plant. 
Five fire stations sent men to the scene 
of the blaze. 
Eight lines of hose were 
played upon the frame structures. 


Varnish and oil paints gave impetus to 
the flames, which spread frqm floor to 
floor and from room to room in the paint 
shop and store building of the manufac- 
turing company. The dooii^ed store build- 
ing was soon wrapped in red flame. 
Firemen's eiforts seemed in vain. 
Machines Drop Through Floor. 


Machines on the third floor of 
the 
paint shop crashed through the weakened 
floors to the ground after the blaze had 
gain^ complete control of the building. 
The intense heat from the burning frame 
buildings drove firemen back for yards. 


The big steel flag pole, which had been 
standing before the ofl'ice building of the 
plant, crashed to the ground when the 
cables which held it in place were re- 
leased fro^ the crumbling walls of the 
store building. Two policemen and other 
citizens narrowly cscaped injury when 
the metal pole toppled over. 


Hundreds 
of automobiles 
choked 
traffic on West Main street a half hour 
after the general alarm 
had 
been 
given. 
Several 
thousand 
citizens 
rushed to the scene of the fire and 
stood in the falling rain watching the 
red flames devour the structures of 
the manufacturing plant, 
The police 
were forced to maintain strict guard 
along the ropes which were, stretched

There was $9,000 on ma- 
cMnery. Nearly all machines are totally 
destroyed. The bam, which was slightly 
damaged« is insured for $800. 


J.-C. Peters, head of the plant, takes a 
part of the blame for headway gained by 
the fire upon himself. Mr. Peters always 
makes an inspection of the plant immedi- 
ately after dinner on Saturday, he says. 
On this Saturday he took his wife to a 
hotel to lunch. He neglected to inspect 
the plant. 


"Of course it had to bum then," he 
said, with a shrug of his shoulders. 


Mr. Peters gasped when told that the 
insurance on the stock is $1,500. He an- 
nounced that the greatest loss will be 
along that line. 


Firemen Have Close Calls. 


Several firemen had narrow escapes 
from injury as walls of the large wooden 
buildings collapsed. Parts of the roof in 
falling nearly struck flremen who were 
as near the burning structures as pos< 
sible. 


The Horion Manufacturing company, 
which is nearly wiped out by the flre, has 
been established for twenty-flve years. 
The present officers of the concern are: 
J. C. Peters, president; F. C. Peters, 
treasurer; A. H. Peters, vice-president; 
A. C. Richard, assistant treasurer, and 
W. F. Peters, secretary.

At 3 o'clock the flremen had the fire^ 
under control with little likelihood of

every precaution was being taken to 
keep it from spreading. 


Considerable damage wais done to 
the building to the east and also to 
the building on the north of the two 
burning structures.

Flames Leaped High in Air. 


The flre spread rapidly and soon the 
flames were leaping through the roof 
and'high into the air. 
They could be 
seen from points downtown and at- 
tracted-much attention.

the first company arrived the 
flames 
were eating their way throughout the 
interior of the paint building. 
Fire- 
men immediately saw there vwas no 
hope of saving the structure and little 
chance for the one immediately ad- 
joining. 
They devoted their efforts 
principally to keeping the flre con- 
fined to the two buildings. 


The monetary loss from this fire is 
the greatest of any city flre that has 
occurred in Fort Wayne for a great 
many years.

Fort Wayne is to take no chance that her

There is to be a day of intensive campaign- 
ing for the sale of the bonds with which the 
nation must carry on its war.

It is purely a service, for the banks must give 
much time and labor to the detail of it 
throughout and they make nothing whatever 
from it. Indeed, as it is easy to understand, 
the banks will lose rather than gain by the 
service. Nevertheless, all of them have en- 
tered with hearty spirit of patriotism into the 
work and are giving leadership to the move- 
ment, just as other interests with equal un- 
selfishness and patriotism are doing that. 


Without the instrumentality of the banks 
(and in speaking of banks, the trust companies 
also are meant) in assuming the onerous labor 
and the heavy responsibility of taking great 
blocks of bonds for which they must pay the 
government practically cash down and then 
selling them on a plan of small weekly or 
monthly installments, hundreds and perhaps 
thousands of purchasers would be denied a 
sincerely coveted part in helping to finance 
the nation's war. Big industrial 
concerns 
that employ many men and women can man- 
age this for their workers and so accomplish

The banks of Fort Wayne are performing 
a fine service. It should as it will receive 
credit and appreciation, both because it as- 
sists to answer the call of the government and 
aids a'great body of the people in the per- 
forjnance of a patriotic duty.

French Premier in Answer 
to Attacks SajTS the 
Menace is Grave, 


U-BOAT WAEFARE 
SUBPRISES NAVIES 


French Chamber Finally 
Gives Government Con- 
fidence Vote, 


Paris, June 9.—^After a two dayi^ 
session during which Admiral La Case, 
minister of marine, and the conduct 
of the na\-y were under flre, especial- 
ly on account of the merchant marine 
Josses, the chamber of deputies voted 
last night confidence in the govern- 
ment by 310 to 178. 


The bulk of the attacK in the closing 
session centered on the alleged laxibr 
of 
measures taken to combat sub- 
marines, 
including reproaches 
that 
the budget did not provide sufficient- 
ly for anti-submarine measures. 


Premier Rlbot, in defense of the: 
government, declared that the sub- 
marine war had surprised the navies 
of all the allies. He did not deny the 
peril and asked for increased credits 
to meet this new form of warfare. 


"There is much to do," he said, "in- 
cluding the rejuvenation of the navy 
department's methods." 


The premier agreed to the crea- 
tion of a department of submarine de- 
fense. 


While the debate was proceeding In 
the chamber the senate unanimously 
adopted a bill revising the budget of 
the minister of the na\'y, so as to in- 
clude more ample credits for anti- 
submarine measures.

AND COST IS NOT HIGH 


It is a curious thing how custom and 
manners change. 
W h a t is done In 
"polite society" today is tabooed 
to- 
morrow. 
Once the knife was eaten 
with as galy and dextrously as ever a 
young beau could eat, but let a beauty 
of today eat wth his knife and he no 
longer is a beau. 


Once 
it was 
perfectly proper 
to 
mash your vegetables with your knife; 
but me. oh my. don't do such a dread- 
ful thing unless you don't care where 
you were brought up and would just 
as soon advertise the fact. 
Once you 
could hold your knife in one 
hand 
while with the other you ate with your 
fork, but this is a dreadful breach in 
etiquet today; only one hand at a time 
may be used. 


Our grandmothers might in 
their 
day eat with the tines of their forks 
turned down. 
Now the tines must ba 
up—and 
never, never packed. 
You 
must hold your fork in your left hand 
and your knife in the right when you 
cut your meat. 
Then you must lay 
your knife down, take your fork in 
your right hand and, with tines up, 
proceed to carry the morsel of meat 
to your mouth. 
This was not always 
the custom. 
Did you notice the word 
morsel? That means that you only cut 
one peace—a not too large piece—at 
a time. 
You never get ready many 
pieces and then begin to consume one 
after the other as fast as you can tuck 
them into your mouth. 


Vegetables and potatoes are never 
conveyed to your mouth on the same 
trip with your meat. 
There was a 
time when this was done, but don't do 
it now. 


F o r folk who like high-flavored food, 
hot tamales are 
flne. 
And they are 
full of nourishment, too. 
Even with 
chicken a t its present price, they are 
not costly because the other ingredients 
required are so cheap. 
But they can 
be made with beef or veal, if desired. 
And they are not hard to make. 


The chicken-tamale recipe is as fol- 
lows: 
Two cups cold chopped chicken 
or any kind of meat, one cup cornmeal, 
one teaspoon salt, pinch 
of 
cayenne 
pepper, clove or garlic, or two table- 
spoons grated onion, one red pepper, 
corn husk. 


P o u r enough boiling water over the 
cornmeal to m a k e a thick paste; cover 
for ten minutes. 
Mix meat and -sea- 
soning, m a k e into small rolls and place 
one on a spoonful of the cornmeal that 
has been 
flattened 
like a biscuit; then 
place on a corn husk that has been 
scalded and" dried on piece of cheese- 
cloth. 
Bring the cornmeal around the 
meat and wrap and tie in corn husk; 
then cut off the end about one inch 
f r o m where it has been tied. 
P u t in 
saucepan of boiling water to which you 
add the red pepper and a teaspoon of 
salt. 
Boil twenty minutes.

I was preaching in a lown in one of 
our western cities. 
There was a great 
interest in the conimunity. 
Scoreí; of 
people were coming to Christ. We had 
a great time. 
One day an old farmer 
came to my room at the hotel. 
He was 
all in a quiver, boiling over with emo- 
tion, and I put my arms around him. 
gave him my best .sent, pulled out my 
chair close to his, took his hand aa 
gently as I could, and said, "What is 
the matter?" 
I thought, maybe, some 
sudden calamity had befallen him. lie 
pulled a letter out of his pocket, and, 
with trembling hands held it out and 
said, "I have come to talk to you about 
this letter." 
He was a very illiter.ite, 
hard-working man. 
He .said: 


"We have a boy, our only child. He 
is said to be the brightest boy in this 
town. 
He graduated at the university 
with honors when he was only nine- 
teen. and we are very proud of him. 
He is a good. Christian boy, too. 
But 
his education has cost us a great deal, 
sir; we have not a thing in the world 
we can call our own. 
We live on rent- 
ed land and v.'ork just one horse. 
We 
do all the work, I plough with 
the 
horse, and the v/ife, she does'the hoe- 
ing, and by this means we have been 
able to keep him in school all these 
yeai-s. 
It has been an awful pinch at 
times, looked as if we would have to 
call him back, but we kept him there. 
We were very proud of him when he 
graduated at the university. 
We sent 
him to another university to take a 
post-graduate course and take his dor- 
tor's degree. 
He graduated there and 
got his honors. 
It cost us a great deal 
more. 
We have had to sell off every- 
thing we had except the few rags on 
our back. 
Wife has taken in washing, 
and I have mended shoes." 


I could see his hands as he turned 
them, they were horny and bony.

said: 


"If you could see her hands, they are 
just about like mine, except her fingers 
are all worn where she sewed at night.

YOUR HEALTH 
AND HOW YOU 
CAN KEEP IT 


Delicate Ear Often Injured by Igno- 
rance. 


The ear is one of the most delicately 
formed organs in the human 
body. 


It is In direct and 
close 
relation to 
the brain. 
Even 
a 
slight 
injury 
may permanently 
impair the hear- 
ing. 


Mothei's who use 
hairpins and sim- 
ilar 
instruments 
in cleaning out a 
child's ears may inflict a life-long in- 
jury. 
The healthy ear should not be 
cleansed beyond the surface that is 
plainly seen by the eye. 


Pulling or slapping a child's ears 
frequently lead to inflammation of the 
middle ear. 
A child should never be 
punished in this manner. 


It is particularly dangerous to put 
things into the ear. 
If any little ob- 
ject gets into the ear it should be dug 
after. 
If the object cannot be lifted 
out, a doctor should be consulted. The 
hearing of many persons has been de- 
stroyed 
by persons ignorant of the 
formation of the ear 
digging 
after 
some 
object that 
had 
lodged 
well 
within the orifice. 


It is a mistake to use oil for ear- 
ache. 
The oil is hard to remove and 
frequently gets gummy and 
collects 
dirt. 


People with catarrh are to damage 
the ear by snuffling fluids up the nos- 
trils. 
This often causes inflammation 
of the eustachian tube, a little 
duct 
leading from the mouth to the ear. 


Neglected colds often spread to the 
ears. 
Here the cold is still further 
neglected. 
The earache gets well and 
the discharges dry up, but a few years 
later the person who was affected be- 
gins to get hard of hearing or 
has 
buezing noises in his head. 


No one can afford to neglect ear- 
aches. 
Each earache leaves a little 
thickening behind in the delicate or- 
gan. 
When to this thickening 
the 
changes of ago are added the party 
grows deaf. 
To absolutely lose the 
hearing from this cause is unusual. 
We speak of it as "getting hard 
of 
hearing."

as cheese, cider and sugar which are 
apt to give rise to fermentation should 
also be eliminated from the diet. 


Most foods of a dry nature may be 
eaten, as well 
as 
fresh 
fruits 
and 
fruits cooked without sugar. 


Water increases the production of 
ga.stric juice and should not be taken 
at meal time. 
Neither should other 
liquids. 


Some 
people 
obtain 
relief 
from 
heartburn by taking a few sips of hot 
water. If taken a half hour or so after 
the close of a meal a few sips of hot 
water will often prevent this trouble- 
some disorder. 


Care in eating habits, the thorough 
chewing of food and the avoidance of 
bolting 
food 
are 
wise 
precautions 
against all forms of stomach disorders. 


Heartburn is often set down as in- 
digestion when it is in reality a symp- 
tom of gastritis, dilation of the stom- 
ach, or an excess of hydrochloric acid.

Mr. Howells once said that there were 
two kinds of pleasure, the pleasure of 
surprise and the pleasure of recognition. 
We need not enter into analysis or dis- 
cussion of which is the keener pleasure. 
Analysis spoils no little of life's happi- 
ness. But there is no doubt about it that 
our pleasures may be pretty well grouped 
under those two heads, the pleasure of the 
brand new and the delight of the long lost 
but found again. 


Paul wrote to his friends in Philippi 
that he rejoiced in the Lord greatly that 
their care of him had flourished a^in, 
and, as always, in his lightest allusions 
he set 
vibrating

fundamental 
chords in the human heart. 
No one in 
all the world ever had such lightness of 
touch as Paul, no one could handle the 
gravest themes as he could and lighten 
them up in a half dozen homely words.

In my opinion, formed after training for 
about 200 ring battles, the wind or lung 
power is the most essential thing for going 
through a ring engagement. 


You may have all the footwork and in- 
side knowledge of boxing, but if you are 
winded in any part of thé bout it is your 
finish. 


Then even a great defense will not save 
you from hitting the canvas. 
No amount 
of strength can prevent a sure knockout 
under these conditions. 
You cannot fight 
or stand off a fighter when you cannot 
breathe. 


So if you have any intention of boxing 
for more than a round or two, or of get- 
ting into fine physical shape, malie certain 
of your wind. 


speed and then let up a bit, aeifordlng to 
the boxing tactics of the opponent. 


Other methods for development are just 
as popular as running, are rope skipping 
and handball. 


Running, rope skipping and handball go 
well together. 


I urge all three. 
I usually indulge in a road run in the 
morning and leave handball and rope skip- 
ping for the afternoon. The rope skipping 
is of great assistance in developing foot- 
work, too. 


Skipping the rope at a great pace Is fine 
exercise for the eye, hands and legs. 


If you can skip at a fair pace for flve 
or ten minutes it Is a good Indication as 
to the condition of the wind. And if your 
wind is right, you have won "half the bat- 
tle."

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SPRAY TO SAVE THE FRUIT CROP FROM INSECTS 


Maximum Production of Paramount Importance—Specialists Advise Methods for Control of 
Moths, Caterpillars, Aphids, Scale, Curculio, Scab, Blotch, and Rots-^Treatment for Apple, 
Peach, Plum, and Cherry—Spra3ring Schedules. 


Fruit, either In fresh, dried, canned, 
preserved, or jellied form is a food 
product 
of 
recognized 
value. 
The 
maximum production of good fruit at 
this time is, therefore, of paramount 
Importance. Directly concerned in the 
production of such fruit are spraying 
operations for the control of various 
insects and diseases. 


Owners 
of 
commercial 
orchards 
have long recognized the importance 
of spraying, but there are many small 
orchards and so-called home orchards, 
the owners of which have not adopted 
spraying operations, or do not give 
sufficient attention to the work. 
The 
uncared-for 
condition 
of 
such 
or- 
chards is too often revealed by the 
great number of windfall fruits and 
the inferiority of that which remains 
on the trees. 


No single feature of orchard prac- 
tice yields so high a percentage of 
benefit as spraying, often increasing 
the value of the product several hun- 
dred per cent. 
Every fruit grower, 
large or small, has it within his power 
to save hie fruit from loss by insect 
and fungous pests, and thus add mate- 
rially to the food supply of the Na- 
tion. 
Spraying is now recognized by 
progressive growers as an exceedingly 
cheap form cf insurance, not only 
protecting the fruit during the grow- 
ing season, but insuring its proper 
keeping in storage. 


Spray Materials. 


ARSENATE OF LEAD: 
This ar- 
eenical comes on the market in paste 
and 
powdered 
form. 
In 
orchard 
spraying the paste is used at the rate 
of two pounds and the powdered lead 
at the rate of one pound to 50 gal- 
lons of water or fungicide, as dilute 
lime-sulphur solution. 
When used in 
water without a fungicide, the milk 
of lime made from slaking 2 or 3 
pounds of stone lime should always 
be added for each 50 gallons of spray 
to obviate danger of burning fruit 
and foliage. 
This poison may be ob- 
tained of various manufacturers or 
usually of local seedsmen, implement 
dealers, or druggists. 
Care should al- 
ways be taken in the handling and 
storage of arsenicals to obviate the 
danger of poisoning persons or live 
stock. 
Where smaller quantities of 
the arsenical are desired, the 
pro- 
portions indicated should be followed; 


LIME-SULPHUR 
S O L U T I O N . 
Strong lime-sulphur solution is used 
as a dormant tree treatment for the 
control of scaîe insects and 
certain 
diseases, and in a much more dilute 
condition as a spray on trees in fol- 
iage for the control of various fungous 
diseases. 
Many 
growers 
prefeéc to 
purchase 
the 
commercial 
article, 
which comes on the market of a spe- 
cific 
gravity 
of 
about 
33 
degrees 
Baume. 
This is used at the raté of 1 
gallon to 7 or 8 gallons of water for 
winter spraj'ing, and at the rate of 
gallons of water for use on apple 
and other pome fruits as a summer 
fimgicide. 
In summer spraying the 


arsenate of lead and 40 per cent nico- 
tine sulphate is added to the dilute 
lime-sulphur solution, thus permitting 
the treatment of sucking and biting 
insects and fungous diseases. 
Con- 
centrated 
lime-sulphur solution 
can 
be made at home, which practice is 
followed by numerous growers. 
Those 
interested in this matter should write 
to the Department of Agriculture for 
more 
explicit 
information 
than 
is 
feasible to give here.

Spraying Pays. 


NICOTINE: 
Nicotine is used for 
the control of certain sucking insects 
as plant lice, the apple red bugs, the 
pear psylla. etc. 
This product bomes 
on the market of various grades, but 
the grade known as 40 per cent ni90- 
tine-sulphate 
is 
mostly 
employed- 
This may be used alone in water to 
which has been added a little soap, 
or in lime-sulphur and arsenate of 
lead, or in Bordeaux mixture and ar- 
senate of lead sprays. 
It is employed 
at the rate of from % to 1 pint per 
hundred gallons of spray. 


BORDEAUX MIXTURE: 
Bordeaux 
mixture is composed 
of 4 pounds of 
bluestone 
(copper sulphate) 
and 
4 
pounds of stone lime to 50 gallons of 
water. 
For early summer 
spraying 
the amount of bluestone may be re- 
duced to 3 pounds to lessen risk of 
injury. 
To make Bordeaux mixture 
for use in an ordinary barrel sprayer, 
dissolve 3 to 4 pounds of bluestone in 
25 gallons of water and in a separate 
container slake 4 pounds of stone lime 
and dilute to 25 gallons, then pour the 
solutions 
simultaneously 
through 
a 
strainer into the spray tank. 
Stock 
solutions, especially where large quan- 
tities are to be used, are desirable, 
since they save time. 
A stock solu- 
tion of bluestone is made by dissolving 
it at the rate of one pound to one gal- 
lon of water. 
The bluestone should 
be suspended in a sack in the upper 
paft of the barrel or other container 
so that it is just beneath the surface 
of the water. 
It will be dissolved V 
left for a few hours in cold water and 
more rapidly in hot water. 
A stock 
solution of lime may be made by slak- 
ing the lime in a little water and then 


dilating »o that each gallon of water 
contains one pound of lime. 
Just be- 
fore the stock solutions are used they 
should 
be stirred 
thoroughly. 
To 
make 
up 
Bordeaux 
mixture 
from 
stock soluticMiSk It is only necessary 
for 3 or 4 gallons of the stock solution 
of bluestone to be poured into a,8nlt- 
able container and 4 gallons of the 
stock solution of lime into a separate 
container, diluting each to 25 ^ l o n s 
and then pouring them simultaneonsly 
into 
the 
spray 
tank. 
Commercial 
Bordeaux may be used in place of the 
home-made product. 


SBLP-BOIUBD 
L I M B - S U L P H U R 
MIXTURE: 
The self-boiled llme-snl- 
phur mixture consists of 8 pounds of 
sulphur and 8 pounds of good stone 
lime to each 50 gallons of water and 
is made as follows: 
The lime 
is 
placed in a barrel, and enough water 
added to nearly cover i t 
As soon as 
the lime begins to slake the sulphur 
should be added. 
Water should be 
added from time to time to form a 
thoroughly thick paste which should 
be constantly stirred. 
As soon as the 
lime is entirely slaked, enough water 
should be added to cool the mixture, 
which is then ready to be strained 
into the spray tank, where it should 
be diluted to the proportions given 
above. .The sulphur used may be in 
the 
form 
of^ "flowers," 
"flour" 
or 
"commercial ground," and should. If 
necesiBary, be run through a screen to 
break up lumps. 
Commercial substi- 
tutes for the self-boiled lime-sulphur 
may be used, but should not be con- 
fused with commercial 
lime-sulphur 
solution. 


Spraying Apparatus. 


For the proper application of sprays 
some form of spray pump with suit- 
able nozzles Is absoljitely essential. 
Most spray outfits are supplied with 
spray rods permitting the 
operator 
to direct the spray as desired. 
The 
hose should be of sufficient length to 
permit convenient spraying. 


Spray 
outfits vary 
in 
size 
from 
small bucket pumps to gasoline power 
outfits 
for 
large-scale 
operations. 
Bucket pumps answer well for small 
home orchards where but a few trees 
are to be sprayed. Where the orchard 
interest is larger, and especially where 
older trees are to bo treated, a barrel 
pump is essential. 
A barrel 
pump 
may be purchased for 20 to 25 dol- 
lars, depending on the equipment 
In 
spraying, the outfit can be moanted 
upon a sled or placed in a cart or 
wagon. 
An outfit Cor operations on a 
still larger scale consists of a 100 or 
200 gallon tank mounted upon a truck, 
having a strong double-acting hand- 
pump mounted upon it. 
For large 
commercial operations, gasoline power 
outfits are largely used. 


More than 
100,000 operatives 
are 
now employed in American silk manu- 
facturing mills. 
This is exclosir^ of 
those employed In dependent indu- 
tries. 


Quarantine On 
Currant and Also 
Gooseberry Plants 


Two important orders have recently 
been issued by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. effective June'1st, on account 
of the white pine blister rust. 
One of 
these orders prohibits the further im- 
portation of currant and gooseberry 
plants from Europe and Asia. 
The 
other order qu&rajitines all the states 
east of and including the states of 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas, 
and Louisiana, and prohibits the move- 
ment from these states to points out- 
side the quarantined area of all five- 
leafed pines and currant and goose- 
berry plants. 
There is a further pro- 
hibition 
of the 
movement 
of 
five- 
leafed pines and black currant plants 
to any point outside the heavily in- 
fected 
region 
comprising 
the 
New 
England states and the state of New 
York. 
This additional quarantine Is 
made for the purpose of protecting 
other quarantined States as well as the 
remainder of the country, from pos- 
sible infection by white pine blister 
rust by means of the plants mentioned. 


While this domestic quarantine, as 
noted, did not become effective until 
June 1st, the attention of all nursery- 
men was called to the fact that their

of a year or more ago not to ship any 
white pines or currant or gooseberry 
plants into the Rocky Mountain and 
the Pacific Slope states is expected to 
remain In full force and effect, and 
'^he Inspectors of these western states 
have been notified of this understand- 
ing. 


PRODUCE MORE HONEY TO RELIEVE SUGAR SCAROTT 


In Veiw of the Probable Shortage of the Domestic Sugar Supply This year. It Is Highly Desirable 
That Beekeepers Increase the Production of Honey to the Greatest PossiUe 
i.iL , 
Extent—-A Few Good Stands of Bees Will Be Found Profitable.

The creamery Is a comfort builder 
and should be planted in every farm- 
ing conununity. 


Every beekeeper should bend every 
energy this year to increasing the pro- 
duction of honey. 
He will not only 
find 
it profitable, since prices 
will 
doubtless be good, but he will be aid- 
ing the country by providing a prod- 
uct of high food value when other 
sugars are scarce. 


Honey Is better than sugar. 
It is 
more easily digested. 
It can be used 
In place of sugar or sjrrup. 
Enough 
honey goes to waste each season on 
every farm to relieve the high price of 
sugar in the home. 
Liet the bees save 
this waste. 
In most recipes, honey 
can be substituted for sugar with an 
improvement of the finished product 
Conditions Incident to the war point 
to a sugar shortage so it is important 
that beekeepers increase the ^ e l d of 
honey. 
This can be accomplished by 
enabling the bees to more thoroughly 
pasture every acre of cultivated 
or 
waste land. 


A few good stands of bees on every 
farm will help increase the yield of 
fnilts and other crops by the distribu- 
tion of pollen from blossom to blos- 
som besides storing surplus 
honey. 
Where there Is a continuous supply of 
honey producing plants, such as fruit, 
berries, linden, white and sweet clovers 
with 
the 
numerous 
wild 
flowers 
throughout 
the season, 
above 
fifty 
pounds or more of surplus honey can 
be secured per colony. An apiary of a 
dozen colonies in standard ten frame 
hives with proper care will average 
fifty gallons of honey a year with some 
increase of colonies. 


A start In bees may be had by trans- 
ferring them from bee trees, catching 
runaway swarms, or buying a few 
swarms from a neighbor. 
Bees are 
less trouble than anything else on the 
farm for the profit secured, but they 
must not be neglected. 
They respond 
to proper care and will give a good 
return for the time devoted to them. 


Honey is one product of the farm 
which will practically market itself 
if it is properly prepared for the mar- 
k e t 
The marketing of a small surplus 
is a simple matter. 
Let your neigh- 
bors know you have the pure 
un- 
adulterated article and they will be 
glad to relieve you of the surplus. The 
marketing of a large crop may not be 
so simple as you may have more than 
Is needed for supplying your Imme- 
diate neighborhood 
or city 
market. 
For disposing of large surpluses. Leon- 
ard Haseman of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture suggests advertising in 
newspapers. 
This will Increase the 
demands from other cities and from a 
large country district. 
One Missouri 
beekeeper this season has thirty thou- 
sand pounds of honey which he will 
market, largely In his own county, 
and says he could market much more 
if he had more good white clover 
honey. 
White clover honey is usually 
more easily marketed than the darker 
honey. 


For marketing a small surplus, glass 
jazs holding 
three, 
six, 
or 
twelve 


pounds are convenient and attractive 
containers, but where a larger surplus 
Is to be marketed tin palls holding five 
or ten pounds or larger quantities are 
more generally used. 


Bees need just three things during 
the spring and all of these can be 
readily supplied 
by the 
beekeeper. 
These are plenty of stores, plenty of 
room for brood rearing, and plenty of 
protection. 
The stores should 
have 
been provided last fall, but In case 
colonies are 
found which 
are 
not 
abundantly supplied, a syrup of granu- 
lated 
sugar should 
be fed.

quantities from day to day are usually 
less 
valuable 
than 
a 
considerable 
quantity all at one time. 
This may be 
given on any warm day and should, if 
convenient, be fed in a feeder entirely 
inside the hive. 


Room for breeding usually can best 
be given by providing each 
strong 
colony with two hive bodies as soon 
as freezing weather has passed. 
The 
one-story 10-frame Langstroth hive is 
usually not large enough for a good 
queen during the spring and. of course, 
smaller hives cramp the colony still 
more. 
Extra room will be valueless 
unless abundant stores are provided 
and unless the queen is prolific. 


Farmers who have bees to move will 
find the following suggestions helpful: 
In moving bees, close the 
entrance 
with screen wire before day. when all 
bees will be inside. 
Take a strip of 
screen wire three Inches wide and 
two inches longer than the bee en- 
trance. bend over the ends so that it 
is exactly the length, of the entrance, 
then bend the strip lengthwise into a 
y-shape. and push It tightly into the 
entrance. 
This closes the entrjfnce 
and serves for ventilation. 
Be sure 
that there are no other openings left. 
Run 
a baled 
hay 
wire 
lengthwise 
around the hive, drawing a^d twisting 
it up gently. 
Run another crosswise 
in the same way. 
Have a wagon close 
at hand with plenty of hay. straw, or 
small brush to relieve the jar. 
Set 
the hives crossways. far enough apart 


to crowd a partly filled sack of straw, 
leaves or brush between them and the 
sides of the wagon bed. 
When all Is 
carefully done, hitch the team to the 
wagon and drive to where the bees 
are to be placed. 
Unhitch before do- 
ing anything else. 
Then set all the 
hives in permanent place as nearly » 
rod apart as convenient 
Take off the 
baled hay wires. Place a wisp of loose 
hay, straw, grass or fine brush close 
up in front of the entrance and open 
the entrance about two inches at first. 
The trash in front of the entrance 
causes every bee to take notice and 
mark the new location. 
If the en- 
trance were thrown wide open, the 
bees would come out too fast and soon 
find themselves lost in mid-air; and 
if not too far removed from the ori- 
ginal place, would go back and find 
themselves homeless. 
Move bees in 
the cool of the day. 
Either a single 
queen or a carload of stands can be 
transported with ease and safety. 


WHAT "WINTER KILLING 
OF TREES" MEANS. 


It is commonly supposed that If 
trees are given a sufficiently moist soil 
during their growing period that thely 
winter condition in this respect is a 
matter of little importance. 


As a matter of fact, trees are giving 
off moisture at all seasons of the year 
though 
to a 
much 
less extent, 
of 
course, in cold weather. 
During the 
warm sunny days in winter there is a 
considerable loss of moisture through 
the twigs and except in very severe 
weather the roots are able to furnish 
this loss though the soil about them 
be frozen. 
The ability to do this is 
naturally less if the soil be dry or 
frozen very hard. 
In that case the 
loss of moisture results in a more or 
less complete drying up of the tjSBUes 
of the plant and this often results in 
the death of the tree. 


What is known as root killing may 
in some instances be due to the im- 
mature or unripe condition of 
the 
plant 
when 
winter 
begins, 
but 
In 
most cases root-killing follows dry 
seasons. 


If the soil has been kept moist by 
cultivation or mulching the trees are 
safe but if the soil is dry it should be 
thoroughly wet before freesing and 
then mulched with old straw, chaff or 
stable manure to prevent drying o u t 


The mulch delays freezing and this 
in itself is an Important item, as it Is 
the long continued 
frozen state of 
woody plants that injures them to a 
fatal degree. 


A moist soil. then, kept in an un- 
frozen condition as long as possible is 
the surest means to prevent winter 
killing of trees.—C. B. Waldron. 


It will not hurt the brooding sow to 
squeal for her breakfast once in a 
while.

A very good method to cure a cow from kick- 
ing and to teach her to stand still while milking 
is to fasten a 2%i timber securely to the floor 
and ceiling just back of the cow, then have a 
•ood, strong strap, with a buckle, pass around 
•«r hind right leg and then around the 2x4 and 
¿raw up tight and buckle it. 
Drive a spike in 
the 2x4 part way to keep the strap from slipping 
down when the cow struggles to grt her leg tree. 


gWISS CHARD. 


This Is an old vegetable, but one 
that does not seem to be grown a 
great deal. 
It is used entirely for 
greens, much the same as young beets 
or spinach. 
One advantage of Swiss 
chard is that leaves may be cut from 
It and others take their place, thus 
doing away with successive sowing. 
It is good any time from the time it is 
large enough to use until cold wea- 
ther. 
When 
the plant gets 
pretty 
near full grown, the leaves may be 
picked and the midrib taken out, and 
the leaf part cooked the same as spin- 
ach. 
The midrib is also occasionally 
«sad. t>eing cooked about the same as 
asparagus.—Le Roy Cady. 


CLEAN WATEai KTECESSARY. 


When forced to do so, hogs will 
drink filthy water—a disease breeder 
in them as well as ih human beings. 
Many a running stream Is contamin- 
ated by diseased animals farther up, 
and fanners should not rely upon 
atremma 
B» a water supply without 
knowln« thsir purity. 


There are a number of vegetables 
which, though grown in the summer, 
are usually planted for use in the fol- 
lowing winter. 
An adequate supply of 
these produced in the home garden 
will do much to make the family's 
winter fare more attractive and more 
economicaL 
Among garden products 
of this type may be named cabbage, 
carrots, parsnips, turnips, and ruta- 
bagas. 


Both early and late varieties of cab- 
bage are grown extensively. For a late 
crop it is customary to plant the seeds 
in a bed in the open ground in May 
or June and transplant them to the 
garden In July. 
For cabbage of this 
character the soil should be heavier 
and more retentive of moisture vthan 
for early cabbage, which requires a 
rich, warm soil in order to reach ma- 
turity quickly. 
For the late variety It 
is not desirable to have too rich a soil, 
as the heads are liable to burst. 
Cab- 
bages shouH be set in rows 30 to 36 
inches apart, the plants standing 14 to 
18 inches apart In the row. 


To store cabbage, the heads should 
be buried in pits or placed.In cellars. 


One method Is to dig a trench about 18 
Inches deep and 3 feet wide and set 
the cabbage upright with the heads 
close together, and the roots embedded 
in the SOIL When cold weather comes 
the heads are covered lightly with 
straw and 3 or 4 inches of earth put 
in. 
Early cabbage can not be kept, as 
it does not stand hot weather well. 
It 
should be used soon after it has formed 
a solid head. 


Cauliflower Is cultivated In much 
the same way as cabbage, but when 
the heads begin to develop the leaves 
may be tied over them In order to ex- 
clude the light and keep the heads 
white. 
Cauliflower requires a rich, 
moist soil and thrives best under irri- 


gation. The tender heads of this vege- 
table are boiled with butter or cream, 
and also used for pickling. 


The roots of the parsnip are dug 
late In the fall and stored In cellars or 
pits, much as cabbage Is, or else are 
aUowed. to remain where they 
are 
grown and are dqg as required for use. 
All roots not dug during the winter, 
however, should be removed from the 
garden, as they win produce seed the 


thinned to stand 3 inches apart in the 
row. 
A rich soil with frequent culti- 
vation is necessary for success with 
this crop. 
The roots are boiled until 
tender and then cut in slices and 
browned In butter or roasted 
with 
meat in the same way that potatoes 
are. 


Carrots are cultivated in practically 
the same way as the parsnip, but are 
not thinned so much and are allowed 


second season and become of a weedy 
nature. 
When the parsnip has been 
allowed to run wild in this way the 
root Is considered to be poisonous. 


The seeds of parsnips should 
be 
sown as early as convenient In the 
qpring In rows 18 Inches to 2 feet 
a p a r t 
The plants should later 
be 


to grow almost as thickly as planted. 
Those not used during the summer are 
dug In the autumn and stored In the 
same manner as parsnips or turnips. 
If there is a surplus It may be fed 
sparingly 
to 
horses and 
mules 
or 
catUe. 


Turnips require a rich soil and may 
be grown either as an early or late 
crop. 
For a late crop It is customary 
to sow the seeds broadcast on land 
from which some early crop has been 
removed. 
In the North this is gen- 
erally done during July or August, 
but the usual time Is later in the 
South. The plants are quite hardy and 
the roots need not be gathered until 
after several frosts. 
They may then 
be stored in a cellar or buried in a 
pit outside. 
Before storing, the tops 
should be removed. 
If an early crop 
is desired the seed should be sown in 
drills 12 to 18 inches apart as early in 
the spring as the condition of the soil 
will permit. 
After the plants appear 
they are thinned to about 3 inches. 
Two pounds of seed are required to 
plant an acre. 


The rutabaga' is quite similar to the 
turnip and Is grown In much 
the 
same way. 
It requires more apace, 
however, and a longer period for Its 
growth. 
It is used to a considerable 
extent for stock feed and has the ad- 
vantage of being quite hardy. 


Measuring Height

liOAFlNG ACRES. 


Nearly every year there are a, num- 
ber of acres on the farm that are 
loafers, that do not contribute enough 
to the products of the farm to pay for 
taxes, let alone fencing. 
The 
flrst 
thing to do with these Is to drain 
them. 


Others are stony or gravelly por- 
tions which do not and will not pro- 
duce sufficient crops to pay for culti- 
vation; and the proper thing to do 
with these is to sow them to tame 
grasses, cover them over with barn 
yard manure, and let them stay In 
grass. 
Sometimes a field has been 
farmed so long that It has ceased to 
be profitable, and the only thing to 
do with this is to put it down in 
tame grass and apply manure heavily. 


There are frequently acres on the 
farm that are out of the way, that 
could better be planted to timber of 
some kind suitable to the neighbor- 
hood. 
Som'etimes there are corners 
in a field cut off by a stream, or so in- 
conveniently located that they can not 
be farmed to advantage. 
The time 
has now come when we can put these 
In timber.

HOW TO TEST SESCDS FOB 
SEEDING RATBb 


Most of the commoner aeeds. In- 
cluding the cereals, clover and alfalfa, 
may be tested for germination essily 
and quickly on the farm. Take a fair 
sample of the seed to be planted and 
count 100 seeda 
Fold a newspaper 
so there will be a dozen thicknesses, 
six by twelve Inches: soak It In water, 
squeeze out so it will not drip and lay 
on a dinner plate. 
Place the seeds on 
the paper so they will not touch each 
other and fold the wet paper over the 
top to cover them. Turn another din- 
ner plate over this and keep at room 
temperature for four or five days. 
Examine 
the 
sesds 
and 
count 
out 
those 
which 
have 
germinated 
and if there are stlU seeds 
which 
have neither gennlnated nor decayed, 
wet the paper again if necessary and 
set away for two or three days more, 
and again connt thosa which 
have 
germinated. 
This shews the propor- 
tion of live sssll and tlie proper rate 
of seeding is determined aocordingly.

THE GREEN CABBAGE-WORM. 


Give children a few cents to make 
nets of mosquito bar and catch the 
white butterflies flitting over yotir cab- 
bage and cauliflower fields, since the 
female moths deposit the eggs from 
which the cabbage-worm comes. Chil- 
dren might well be paid, also, for 
picking off the green worms before 
they have done much ln;tury. 


Spraying with Paris green is quite 
commonly practiced, and cabbage will 
stand a strong application. 
A msr- 
ket-gardener of our acquaintance uses 
a spray as strong as five pounds of 
Paris green In a flfty-gallpn barrel of 
water. 
Cabbage may be sprayed up 
to within a week or so of being gath- 
ersd. when 
necessary, without 
any 
damage whatever, or any danger. 


BOG GHOIiEBA. 


The best way to prevent hog cholera 
Is to ksep Uie germs away from the 
hof. If hogs on a neighboring farm 
are slok, keep away from them and 
don't let anybody from the infected 
farm go near an uninfected hog pen, 
or upon the ground frequented by 
healthy hogs.

GOOD BREEDING. 


We can never put too much em- 
phasis on the question of improved 
breeds. 
No proposition in the whole 
realm of live stock husbandry 
has 
been 
more 
definitely 
demonstrated 
than that wellxbred animals are of 
better quality than poorly bred and 
c»n be fed more profitably. There are 
horses that can eat a bushel of oats 
and In some way extract energy there- 
from sufiScIent to trot a mile In two 
minutes. 
There are other horses that 
may consume the same amount of 
food and may even have the advantage 
of the same training, but can never 
succeed 
In 
extracting 
more 
than 
enough energy to trot the same mile In 
five minutes. 
There are cows that 
when fed a certain amount of food 
will easily produce 200 pounds of but- 
ter in one year, while there are others 
that will produce 100 pounds of butter 
annually, 
although 
fed exactly 
the 
same 
food 
in 
kind, 
quality 
and 
amount.—F. B. Mumford. 


PLANT RAPE. 


Rape will stand quite a heavy frost 
without any apparent injury. 


When cutting for soiling care should 
be taken to cut about four inches 
from the ground, and a second and 
even a third crop can be expected from 
the same seeding.

THE HOUSE FliY. 


This fly, called "typhoid 
fly" 
on 
account of Its being known as a car- 
rier of typhoid germs. Is one of the 
filthiest 
insects with which we have 
to contend. 
It also carries the germs 
of tuberculosis and other diseases, and 
is a menace to the health of the fam- 
ily. 
It breeds In fresh horse-manure 
and other filth, hence, when the st&ble 
Is near the house, flies are apt to be 
more numerous. 
Use screens on the 
windows: resort to the use of sticky 
fly 
paper; 
keep 
garbage-pails 
and 
privy vaults securely closed: if possi- 
ble, 
keep 
stable 
manure 
covered. 
Some farmer's wives hang sticky fly 
paper, sticky side out, on the outside 
of their screen doors, at the 
top: 
which, in warm weather, catches flies 
which gather there. 
Flies are 
at- 
tracted. and can be killed by the fol- 
lowing solution: 
Place In. a 
room 
two 
teaspoonfuls 
of 
formaldehyde 
(formalin) in a pint of water. 
Flies 
drink this and shortly die. 
This not 
only kills the fly, but serves to disin- 
fect the insect after death. 
Intestinal 
discharges 
from 
patients 
suffering 
from typhoid, or any other fever, 
should be sterilised before being emp- 
tied into sewer or cesspool.

in their conclusions. Since June, 1914, 
there has been an unprecedented in- 
crease in the prices of raw and manu- 
factured products exported from the 
United States, but there will come a 
time after the war when prices will 


j turn and begin a downward tendency, 
J although an Intense reconstructive ef- 


fort may work to keep them at or 
near 
war levels for an uncertain 


period. 
Our advantage in "neutral 


markets" may be held for a time be- 
cause shipping probably will remain 
high, adding its cost to the handicap 
of nations whose industries must im- 
port their raw materials. Competition 
and the 
economies of International 


trade in the most cheaply produced 
goods will arise, however, and America 
must be ready to step into foreign 
markets. 
European industries are 


organizing for this very purpose and 
much closer economies of team-work 


are being worked out in preparation 
for the day when they must meet the 
economic forces of competing nations. 


American 
business men who are 


using the program of Industrial pre- 
paredness for after-the-war conditions 
see clearly that our industries must 
adopt policies in which they will 
more 'closely dove-tail. 
A national 


organization for the production of war 
materals probably will interfere for 
a time with such definite shaping of 
industry, but even with this task in 
hand competition after the war must 
not be forgotten. We must keep our 
foreign sales machinery intact and in 
going order and not relinquish for a 
moment its building up, for on this 
factor will depend much in holding 
foreign trade. It is apparent that 
there is need for a closing of ranks in 
all branches of industry, a scientitlc" 
studly of wastes and the working out 
of some 
plan 
of waste 
exchange 


whereby much that has been sent to 
the dump may be utilized for raw 
materials. Not a day goes by but 
brings its new lesson to American in- 
dustry in the conservation of waste as 
the source for much valuable new raw 
material. 


It is apparent that American busi- 


ness is alive to the necessity for lay- 
ing 'these fundamentals for the great 
economic struggle that is coming. The 
important thing now is to keep the 
standard of production and consump- 
tion on the upward trend. This means 
a higher national efficiency.

ADMITS PERIL 


French Premier in Answer 


to Attacks Says the 


Menace is Grave. 


U-BOAT WARFARE 


SURPRISES NAVIES 


French 
Chamber Finally 


Gives Government Con- 


fidence Vote. 


Paris, June 9.—After a two days' 


session during which Admiral La Case, 
minister of marine, and the conduct 
of the navy were under fire, especial- 
ly on account of the merchant marine 
losses, the chamber of deputies voted 
last night confidence in the govern- 
ment by 310 to 178. 


The bulk of the attacK in the closing 


session centered on the alleged laxity 
of measures taken to combat sub- 
marines. Including reproaches that 
the budget did not provide sufficient- 
ly for anti-submarine measures. 


Premier Ribot, In cefense of CM 


government, declared that the sub- 
marine war had surprised the navies 
of all the allies. He did not deny the 
peril and asked for increased credits 
to meet this new form of warfare^ 


"There Is much to do," he said, "to- 


eluding the rejuvenation of tho navy 
department's methods." 


Tho premier agreed to the cre»- 


tlon of a department of submarine de- 
fense. 


While the debate was proceeding in 
the chamber the senate unanimously 
adopted a bill revising the budget of 
the minister of the navy, so as to In- 
clude more ample credits for anti- 
submarine measures.

The children of the Miner school 


are enthusiastic students of bird life. 
One day in April Mr. Stockbrldgo, who 
Is Fort Wayne's "bird man." gave the 
different classes of the school bird 
talks.

to organize a Junior Audubon society.

HOT TAMALES ARE FINE 


AND COST IS NOT HIGH 


For folk who like high-flavored food, 


hot tamales are fine. And they are 
full of nourishment, too. Even with 
chicken at its present price, they are 
not costly because the other ingredients 
required are so cheap. 
But they can 


be made with beof or veal, if desired. 
And they aro not hard to make. 


The chicken-tamale recipe is as fol- 


lows: Two cups cold chopped chicken 
or any kind of meat, one cup cornmeal, 
one teaspoon salt, pinch of cayenne 
pepper, clove or garlic, or two table- 
spoons grated onion, ono red pepper, 
corn husk. 


Pour enough boiling water over the 


cornmeal to make a thick paste; cover 
for ten minutes. 
Mix meat and sea- 


soning, make into small rolls and place 
ono on a spoonful of the cornmeal that 
has been flatte'ned like a biscuit; then 
place on a corn husk that has been 
scalded and dried on piece of cheese- 
cloth. Bring the cornmeal around the 
meat and wrap and tie in corn husk; 
then cut off the end about one Inch 
from where it has been tied. Put in 
saucepan of boiling water to which you 
add the red pepper and a teaspoon of 
salt. Boil twenty minutes.

to and from plants doing government 
work. This traffic must bo all moved 
with tho utmost expedition which will 
doubtless moan Increased empty car 
mileage, diminished train loads and 
additional shipping and yard move- 
ment 


More Revenue Needed. 


"But Irrespective of this there is one 


thing absolutely certain, and that Is 
that track and equipment must bo 
kept to the highest state of efficiency, 
and the carriers must have tho reven- 
ues necessary for such costs." 


Mr. Patterson said that while the 


year 1916, had recorded the largest 
earnings In the history of tho eastern 
roads the net operating income on the 
property Investment showed no more 
than 4.4 per cent., and that the aver- 
ago dividends for tho year were only 
4.33 per cent., or the lowest paid in 
twelve years. 
It was plainly evident, Mr. Patterson 


concluded, that without an increase in 
rates, the carriers would find it im- 
possible to properly operate and main- 
tain their properties.

Maximum Production of Paramount Importance—Specialists Advise Methods for Control of 


Moths, Caterpillars, Aphids, Scale, Curculio, Scab, Blotch, and Rots—Treatment for'Apple, 


I 
Peach, Plum, and Cherry—Spraying Schedules. 


Fruit, either In fresh, dried, canned, 


preserved, or jellied form is a. food 
product of recognized value. 
The 


maximum production of good fruit at 
this time is, therefore, of paramount 
Importance. Directly concerned in the 
production of such fmlt are spraying 
Operations for the control of various 
insects and diseases. 
, Owners of commercial orchards 
have long recognized the importance 
Of spraying, but there are many small 
orchards and so-called-home orchards, 
the owners of which have not adopted 
spraying operations, or do not give 
sufficient attention to the work. The 
uncared-for condition of such or- 
chards Is too often revealed by the 
great number of windfall fruits and 
the inferiority of that which remains 
on the trees. 


No single feature of orchard prac- 


tice yields so high a percentage of 
benefit as spraying, often increasing 
the value of the product several hun- 
dred per cent 
Every fruit grower, 


largo Or small, has It within his power 
to save his fruit from loss by insect 
and fungous pests, and thus add mate- 
rially to the food supply of tho Na- 
tion. Spraying is now recognized by 
progressive growers as an exceedingly 
cheap form of insurance, not only 
protecting the fruit during the grow- 
ing season, but insuring its proper 
keeping in storage. 


Spray Materials. 


ARSENATE OF LEAD: 
This ar- 


senical comes on the market in paste 
and 
powdered 
form. 
In 
orchard 


spraying the paste is used at the rato 
of two pounds and the powdered lead 
at the rate of one pound to 50 gal- 
lons of water or fungicide, as dilute 
lime-sulphur solution.. When used in 
water without a fungicide, the milk 
of lime made from slaking 2 or 3 
pounds of stone lime should always 
b« added for each BO gallons of spray 
to obviate danger of burning fruit 
and foliage. This poison may be ob- 
tained of various manufacturers or 
usually of local seedsmen, implement 
dealers, or druggists. Care should al- 
ways be taken In tno handling and 
storage of arsenlcals to obviate the 
danger of poisoning persons or live 
stock. 
Whoro smaller quantities of 


tho arsenical arc desired, tho pro- 
portions Indicated should b« followed:

Strong lime-sulphur solution Is used 
a* a dormant tree treatment for the 
control of scale Insects and certain 
diseases, and In a much more dilute 
condition as a spray on trees In fol- 
iage for the control of various fungous 
diseases.

Baumo. This Is used at the rato of 1 
gallon to 7 or 8 gallons of water for 
winter spraying, and at the rate of 
1 % gallons of water for use on apple 
and other pome fruits as a summer 
fungicide. 
In summer spraying the 


arsenate of lead and 40 per cent nico- 
tine sulphate is added to the dilute 
lime-sulphur solution, thus permitting 
the treatment of sucking and biting 
insects and fungous diseases. Con- 
centrated lime-sulphur solution can 
bo made at home, which practice Is 
followed by numerous growers. Those 
interested in this matter should write 
to the Department of Agriculture for 
more explicit information than is 
feasible to give here.

Spraying Pays. 


NICOTINE: 
Nicotine Is used for 


the control of certain sucking insects 
as plant lice, the apple red bugs, the 
pear psylla. etc. This product comes 
on the market of various grades, but 
the grade known as 40 per cent nico- 
tine-sulphate 
Is mostly employed. 


This may be u$ed alone In water to 
which has been added a little soap, 
or in lime-sulphur and arsenate of 
lead, or In Bordeaux mixture and ar- 
senate <Jf leadvsprays. It Is employed 
at the rate of from ?4 to 1 pint per 
hundred gallons of spray. 


BORDEAUX MIXTURE: Bordeaux 


mixture Is composed of 4 pounds of 
bluestono (copper sulphate) and t 
pounds of stone lime to 50 gallons of 
water. 
For early summer spraying 


the amount of bluestono may be re- 
duced to 3 ponnds to lessen risk of 
injury. 
ToAmake Bordeaux mixture 
o_ 


for use In an ordinary barrel sprayer, 
dissolve 3 to 4 pounds of bluostone in 
25 gallons of water and In a separate 
container slake 4 pounds of stone lime 
and dilute to 55 gallons, then pour the 
solutions simultaneously through a 
strainer Into tho spray tank. 
Stock 


solutions, especially where large quan- 
tities arc to bo used, arc desirable, 
since they save time. A stock solu- 
tion of hluestone Is made by dissolving 
it at the rato of one pound to ono gal- 
lon of water. 
The bluestone should 


be suspended In a sack In tho. upper 
part of tho barrel or other container 
so that It In just beneath the Surface 
of the water. It will be dissolved If 
left for a. few hours In cold water arid 
more rapidly In hot water. A stock 
solution of lime may be made by slak- 
ing the lime In a little water and then 


make up Bordeaux 
stock solutions, it Is 
for 3 or 4 gallons of the stock solution, 
of blnestone to be poured into a suit- 
able container and 4 gallons' of the 
stock solution of Ihne Into a separate 
container, diluting each to 25 gallons 
and then pouring them simultaneously 
Into the spray tank.

SELF-BOILED LIME-SULPHUR 


MIXTURE: The self-boiled lime-sul- 
phur mixture consists of S pounds of 
sulphur and 8 ponnds of good stone 
lime to each 50 gallons of water and 
is made as follows: 
The lime Is 


placed in a barrel and enough water 
added to nearly cover it 
As soon as 


the lime begins to slake the sulphur 
should be added. 
Water should be 


added from time to time to form a 
thoroughly thick paste which should 
be constantly stirred. As soon as the 
lime is entirely slaked, enough water 
should be added to cool the mixture, 
which is then ready to be strained 
Into the spray tank,, where it Should 
be diluted to the proportions given 
above. The sulphur used may be In 
:ho form of "flowers," "flour" or 
"commercial ground," end should. If 
necessary, be run through a screen to 
break up lumps. 
Commercial substi- 


tutes for the self-boiled llrne-sulphur 
may be used, but should not bo con- 
fused with commercial lime-sulphur 
solution. 


Spraying App 


For the proper application of sprays 


some form of spray pump with suit- 
able nocxles Is absolutely essential. 
Most spray outfit* are supplied with 
spray rods permitting the operator 
to direct the spray as desired. The 
bom should be of sufficient length to 
permit convenient spraying. 


Spray outfits vary In siie from 


small bucket pumps to gasoilne power 
outfits 
for 
large-scale 
operations. 


Bucket pumps answer well for small 
home orchards where but a few trees 
are to be sprayed. Where the orchard 
Interest le larger, and especially where 
older trees are to be treated, a barrel 
pump Is essential. 
A barrel pump 


may be purchased for 20 to 25 dol- 
lars, depending on the equipment. In 
spraying, the outfit can be mounted 
upon a sled or placed In a cart or 
wagon. An outfit for operations OB a 
still larger scale consists of a lot er 


Quarantine On 


Currant and Also 


Gooseberry Plants 


Two important orders have recently 


been Issued by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, effective June 1st, on account 
of the white pine blister rust. One of 
these orders prohibits the further im- 
portation of currant and gooseberry 
plants from Europe and Asia. The 
other order quarantines all the states 
east of and Including the states of 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas, 
and Louisiana, and prohibits the move- 
ment from these states to points out- 
side the quarantined area of all five- 
leafed pines and currant and goose- 
berry plants. There Is a further pro- 
hibition of the movement of flve- 
leafed pines and. black currant plants 
to any point outside the heavily in- 
fected region comprising the New 
England states and the state of New 
York. This additional quarantine is 
made for the purpose of protecting 
other quarantined States as well as the 
remainder of the country, from pos- 
sible Infection by white pine blister 
rust by means of the plants mentioned 


While this domestic quarantine, as 


noted, did not become effective until] 
June 1st, the attention of all nursery- 
men was called to the fact that their 
voluntary promise a n d 
agreement 


of a year or more ago not to ship any 
white pines or currant or gooseberry 
plants into the Rocky Mountain and 
the Pacific Slope states U expected to 
remain hi full force and effect, and 
the Inspectors of these western states 
have been notified of this understand- 
ing.

In Veiw of the Probable Shortage of the Domestic Sugar Supply This year, It Is Highly Desirable 


That Beekeepers Increase the Production of Honey to the Greatest Possible 


. . . 
Extent—A Few Good Stands of Bees Will Be Found Profitable. 


Every beekeeper should bend every 


energy this year to increasing the pro- 
duction of honey. He will not only 
flnd it profitable, since prices will 
doubtless be good, but he will be aid- 
Ing the country by providing a prod- 
uct of high food value when other 
sugars are scarce. 


Honey is better than sugar. It is 


more easily digested. It can be used 
in place of sugar or syrup. Enough 
honey 'goes to waste each season on 
every farm to relieve the high price of

A few good stands of bees on every 


farm will help Increase the yield of 
fruits and other crops by the distribu- j 
tion ot pollen from blossom to blos- 
som besides storing surplus honey- 
Where there Is a continuous supply of 
honey producing plants, such as fruit, 
berries, linden, white and sweet clovers 
with 
the 
numerous wild flowers 


throughout the season, above fifty 
pounds or more of surplus honey can 
be secured per colony. An apiary of a 
dozen colonies in standard ten frame 
hives with proper care will average 
fifty gallons of honey a year with some 
increase of colonies.

this loss though the soil about them 
be frozen. 
The ability to do this Is 


naturally less If the soil be dry or 
frozen very hard. 
In that case the 


loss of moisture results In a more or 
less complete drying up of the tissues 
of the plant and this often results In 
the death of the tree. 


What Is known as root killing may 


In some Instances be due to the Im- 
mature or unripe condition of the 
plant when winter begins, but In 
most cases root-killing follows dry 
seasons. 


If the soil has been kept moist by 


cultivation or mulching the trees are 
safe but If the soil Is dry it should be 
thoroughly wet before freezing and 
then mulched with old irtraw. chaff or 
stable manure to prevent drying out. 


Tho mulch ddsys freezing and this 


In Itself Is an Important Item, as It la 
the long continued frozen state Of 
woody plants that Injures them to a 
fatal degree. 


A moist soil. then, kept In an un- 


frozen condition ax long as possible Is 
the surest means to prevent winter 
killing of trees.—C. B. Waldron.

SWISS CHAKD. 


There are a number of vegetables 


which, though grown In tho summer, 
ore usually planted for use in the fol- 
owlng winter. An adequate supply of 
hcso produced in the home garden 
will do much to make tho family's 
winter fare more attractive and more 
economical. Among garden products 
of this type may be named cabbage, 
carrots, parsnips, turnips, and" ruta- 
bagas. 


Both early and late varieties of cab- 


bage are grown extensively. For a late 
crop it is customary to plant the seeds 
n a bed in the open ground in May 
or June and transplant them to the 
garden in July. For cabbage of this 
character tho soil should be heavier! 
.nd more retentive of moisture than 
for early cabbage, which requires a 
rich, warm soil in order to reach ma- 
turity quickly. For the late variety it 
is not desirable to have too rich a soil, 
as the heads are liable to burst. Cab- 
mges shoull be set In rows 30 to 36 
nches apart tho plants standing 14 to 
18 inches apart In the row. • 


To store cabbage, the heads should 


be buried In pits or placed^In cellars. 


One method is to dig a trench about It 
Inches deep and 3 feet wide and s«t 
the cabbage upright with the heads 
close together, and the roots embedded 
In the soil. When oold weather cone* 
the heads are covered lightly with 
straw and S or 4 Inches of earth put 
In. Early cabbage can not be kept, as 
It does not stand hot weather well. It 
should be used soon after It ha* formed 
A solid head.

the same way as tho parsnip, but arc 
not thinned so much and are allowed

• LOAFING ACRES. 


Nearly every year there are a num- 


ber of acres on the farm that are 
loafers, that do not contribute enough 
to the products of the farm to pay for 
taxes, let alone fencing. 
Tho first 


thing to do with these is to drain 
them. 
Others are stony or gravelly por- 


tions which do not and will not pro- 
duce sufficient crops to pay for culti- 
vation; and the proper thing to do 
with these Is to sow them to tame 
grasses, cover them over with barn 
yard manure, and let them stay in 
grass 
Sometimes a field has been 


farmed so long that it has ceased to 
be profitable, and the only thing to 
do with this Is to put it down in 
tame grass and apply manure heavily. 


There are frequently acres on the 


farm that are out of the way, that 
could better be planted to timber of 
some kind suitable to the neighbor- 
hood. 
Sometimes there arc corners 


in a field cut off by a. stream, or so in- 
conveniently located that they can not 
be farmed to advantage. 
The time 


has now come when we can put these 
In timber.

HOW TO TEST SEEDS FOR 


SEEDING RATE. 


Most of the commoner seeds. In- 


cluding the cereals, clover and alfalfa, 
may be tested for germination easily 
and quickly on the farm. Take a fair 
sample of the seed to be planted and 
count 100 seeds. Fold a newspaper 
so tliero will be a dozen thicknesses, 
six by twelve inches; soak It In water, 
squeeze out so It will not drip and lay 
on a dinner plate. Place the seeds on 
the paper BO they will not touch each 
other and fold the wet paper over the 
top to cover them. Turn another din- 
ner plate crvcr this and keep at room 
temperature for four or flve days. 
Examine 
the 
seeds 
and 
count 


out those which have germinated 
and if there are stin seeds which 
have neither germinated nor decayed, 
wet the paper again If necessary and 
set away for two or three days more, 
and again count those which have 
germinated. This shows the propor- 
tion of live seed and the proper rate 
of seeding is determined accordingly. 


COWPKAS VALUABLE.

THE GREEN CABBAGE-WORM. 


Give children a few cents to make 


nets of mosquito bar and catch the 
white butterflies flitting over your cab- 
bage and .cauliflower fields, since the 
female moths deposit the eggs from' 
which the cabbage-worm comes. Chil- 
dren might well be paid, also, for 
picking off the green worms before 
they have done much injury. 


Spraying with Paris green Is quite 


commonly practiced, and cabbage will 
stand a, strong application. 
A mar- 


ket-gardener of our acquaintance uses 
a spray as strong as five ponnds of 
Paris green In a fifty-gallon barrel of 
water. Cabbage may be sprayed up 
to within a week or so of being gath- 
ered, when necessary, without any 
damage whatever, or any danger. 


HOG CHOLERA.

building vessels of over 1.000 tons. The 
war has en used seven new yards of a
